Why it that in 
such a time as that, funds are contributed 
by all classes of people for almost any enter- 
prise whose promoters promise great returns ? 
It is because they see business active all 
around them, people in enterprises already 
established winning large profits, and every- 
thing apparently inviting them to be rich. 
They are seized with the craze of money- 
making, and become incapable of  rea- 
soning on any project that is presented for 
their consideration. It is easy for wuuscru- 
pulous men to humbug them at such a time. 

Even the promoters of enterprises often 
half believe the lies they tell, and partake of 
the prevailing mania, though it is generally 
discovered afterward that they have somehow 
protected themselves from the contingencies 
of the future. It is appalling to consider how 
many of the corporate enterprises of the coun- 
try have secured their capital by taking advan- 
tage of these investment—or, rather, specula- 
tive—epidemics. A large proportion of the 
railroads of the country have been built with 
this confidence money. The reason why so 
much track was laid in the boom years was not 
that it could be laid more cheaply then than at 
other times, but because the securities could 
be more readily marketed. On general prin- 
ciples, one would call 1878 and 1884 better 
years for railroad building than 1880 and 1881, 
on account of the cheapness of material ; but 
railroads are not built when they can be built 
most cheaply—that is what ails them now. 
Some of the more conservative companies, 
whose credit is good any time, and which do 
not have to depend upon the gullibility of the 
people for their funds, are taking advantage 
of the present low prices to extend their lines, 
but they are quite out of the fashion. 

When we consider how the business of the 
country has been bloated with these delusions, 
the wonder is that it retains as much vigor as 
ithas. The recovery from this disorder is 
marked by the bankruptcy lists, the decline in 
the value of stocks, and the shrinkage of the 
prices of all articles of commerce. For the 
ease with which we have been let down we must 
thank the wealth of soil that nature has given 
us; but we cannot always expect to be thus 
saved. If we let the pictures of wealth that 
our imaginations draw lead us to similar follies 
future, the consequences will be poverty 
and disaster worse than we have yet experi- 
enced. We are rapidly approaching the status 
f the older nations of the earth, and our 
hasty, haphazard ways will not do. The cold, 
careful method of the wise banker is the one 
for us to apply to all business ventures.—CAi- 
cago Tribune. 
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Fireproof Writing-Paper. 


A writing-paper intended to preserve 
the legibility of written or printed matter, even 
when the paper is exposed to an extreme heat, 
is made of an asbestus body covered on one 
or both sides with a thin writing-paper coated 
or impregnated with a salt which, under the 
action of extreme heat, will fuse and form a 
thin glaze which will combine with the asbestus 
body when heated. The thin coat of salt may 
be applied either by means of a brush or a 
bath, and the coated paper is combined with 
the asbestus body by means of a cement com- 
posed of or containing a silicate of soda, the 
cement having preferably added to it a small 
portion of carbonate of lime to set the mixture. 
Che body and one or more thin sheets may be 
applied or pressed together between rollers. 

The ink employed for writing or printing 
upon the thin paper which forms the smooth 


ink containing nitrate of silver ; 


face of the asbestus body may be an ordinary 
but, instead, 
other solutions of metal may be employed. 
When this paper is subjected to a high heat, 
the thin paper which forms the surface is con- 
sumed or destroyed, leaving the metal or in- 
combustible part of the ink which has pene- 
trated or touched the thin paper plainly legible

Bed-Plate for Pulp-Engines. 


The cuts illustrate what is claimed to 
be an improvement in bed-plates, which con- 
sists in the form of the plates and the arrange- 
ment of a series of them in sets, so that both 
the top and bottom surfaces may be used alter- 
nately for pulping purposes. 

Figure 1 represents a transverse section of a 
bed-plate. Fig. 2 is aseries of the same as 
combined for use. 

A is the plate, the inner surface of which is 
a plane. The centre of the 
back surface is parallel there- 
with, with a long bevel on 
both edges, and at the lon- 
gitudinal centre the plate is 
bent, forming an obtuse angle, 
and has a series of bolt-holes 
near the vertical centre. The 
body is of iron, the edges 
being plated with steel, as in- 
dicated by dotted lines at C C. 

In the fitting of the plates 
for bolting together, they are 
so formed that the ‘cutting- 
edges are circular across the 
faces corresponding to the 
curve of the fly-bar cylinder. 
A series of plates are bolted 
together by bolts B’, and sets 
are formed of a varying number of plates. 
When in, the sets are attached to the bottom 
of the engine in proximity to the fly-bar 
cylinder, and when worn they are taken up, 
the ends reversed, and attached as before. 

Sets of bed-plates thus constructed may be 
worn nearly down to the bolts by which they 
are united. 


The Use of Wire for Belting. 


One of the newer uses to which it is 
proposed to apply steel wire, in a braided or 
woven form, is its adaptation to belting for 
driving machinery of all kinds. Some things 
may be said both for and against this use of 
wire, but, as in so many kindred things, the 
choice must often lie in the general expedi- 
ency of the given case, as to whether a skill- 
ful hand will be likely to be near by to take 
care of the wire belt when it reveals some one of 
the trifling early tendencies to a need of repair, 
which, with such fixtures generally, appear only 
to one searching carefully for them. It is wor- 
thy of note that the makers of wire are com- 
pelled to look earnestly and over wide areas 
for new outlets for the product of their mills. 
The advance in the efficiency of these mills, 
including especially the trains for rolling the 
wire rods within three or four years has been 
something surprising; in fact, it is a clear 
case of the adaptation of a genuine high-speed 
class or type of machinery to a line of work 
which had previously been done at somewhat 
less speed, and at far greater cost for repairs 
of the fixtures than these later mills have yet 
required. 

Metallic plates or bands have been used 
more or less for belting for many years ; but 
however perfect their working may have 
proved in some cases, they are almost beyond 
hope of repair when trifling weakness begins 
to show itself. Braided or woven belts of 
wire could be rather more easily repaired, and 
if made of a comparatively firm wire, they 
would in all probability hug the pulley over its 
entire width more perfectly than any band 
could when made of plates or sheets. The ab- 
solutely unyielding nature of the material of 
which the wire is made, at the points of actual 
contact, is wholly different from that of the 
slightly compressible leather or rubber-cov- 
ered canvas generally used. Hence it 
could hardly have been expected that 
equally favorable results should attend the use 
of the wire fabric until, as has been proposed, 
the yielding material is supplied in an elastic

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Apparatus for the Manufacture 
of Prussiate of Potash. 





Animproved apparatus forthe manufac- 
ture of prussiate of potash consists of a retort, 
made of cast iron, the form of which is elliptical, 
but may be circular if desirable, provided with 
an opening in the neck, and an elongated end 
having a lug or feather. Within the retort are 
curved ledges or ribs formed similar to an S, 
preferably four in number, and placed equi- 
distant apart. Between the 
straight ribs. 

The end of the retort is firmly connected by 
a coupling with a shaft which turns in a bear- 
ing, and is attached to a cog-wheel or other 
suitable gearing for rotating the retort. The 
coupling is composed of three parts, held to- 
gether by bolts.

One of these parts has 
receive sthe lug, by which 
the retort is prevented from moving longi- 
tudinally or laterally independent of the 
coupling and shaft. The end of the shaft, 
which extends into the coupling, has a hole to 
receive a bolt, which passes through both 
coupling and shaft and prevents the withdraw- 
ing of the shaft. The other end of the retort 
rests upon a friction-roller, secured to a shaft 
working in suitable bearings. Rising on each 
side of the mouth of the retort are arms, hav- 
ing gibs or supporting pieces near their upper 


recess 


the sides of the mouth, the gibs being adjust- 
able by means of screws. The retort is in- 
clined toward the rear of the furnace, 
prevent its contents from falling out or collect- 
ing at the mouth, while revolving within the 
furnace. The retort receives motion through 
gearing at the rear of the furnace, the points 
of bearing being without the same, and placed 
at a suitable distance therefrom to avoid 
the intense heat, especially the bearing 
and coupling at the rear. The mouth of the 
retort may be closed by a door suitably hung. 


The furnace in which the retort is placed | 


may be larger or smaller, according to the 
number of retorts therein, preferably contain- 
ng three, and several furnaces are arranged 
back to back, with the gearing of the retorts so 
placed that they may be rotated by a single

pansion of the masonry. 

In order that the retorts may be removed 
from the furnaco when unfit for use without 
tearing down the furnace, the roof is divided 
parts, preferably three, corre- 
sponding to the number of retorts, with two 
or more braces to each division. These 
braces being provided with eyebolts, the di- 
visions being made transversely from front to 
rear through the masonry and iron plates. 
The arch resting upon the iron angle-plates, 
the stays being secured to the plate, the parts 
may be lifted off of the walls by tackle, attached 
to the, eye bolts, and replaced 
without disturbing or injuring 
the furnace.

Cold a Motive-Power. 


In the discussion of power, it must be 
conceded that cold acts as nearly an important 
factor in the generation of steam as heat. If 
we stop to consider the unseen but powerful 
forces at work within a steam-engine, it will 
be observed that without cold, in the fullest 
acceptation of the term, we could have no 
power ; thus, when we take into consideration 
the physical fact that the forces present in the 
contraction of substances make insignificant 
all of the forces of steam and hydraulics known 
to mankind, then, if this latent power exists in 
cold, why, in the name of the powers that be, 
is itnot werth the attention of our savants 
and practical engineers to devise 
by and through which this latent power 
could be made a servant, and, furthermore, 
why not manufacture cold for the same pur- 
pose that we now do heat, and utilize the 
forces thus generated? Because the steam-

speaking, allowed to assume its former pro- 
portions—but the gigantic forces thus gener- 
ated by a natural process are lost to industrial 
demands for power. 

By this means of generating steam and con- 
densing the vapors a complete circuit is made, 
and were it not for wastes and escapes, 
single drop of water is all that would be re- 
quired to furnish all the power needed in the 
land ; strange, but not less strange than true. 
In this circle, the engine is working constantly 
between two temperatures, that of the boiler at 
320° Fahr., and the condensor at 120°, ap- 
proximately, and the efficacy of the engine is 
determined by the difference between these 
two temperatures ; no other calculations can 
be based on other causes. 

Now, if we will assume the norma! heat of the 
atmosphere to be 320°, then, of course, water 
could not exist ; nevertheless, it would still be 
quite possible for beings who could survive 
such a temperature to operate a steam- 
engine; the only obstacle to surmount would 
be the isolation of steam from the air, some- 
thing by no means difficult; and, be- 
sides this, they could reduce the tem- 
perature of the condenser to 120%; then, 
of course, no heat would be required, 
cold becoming a generator of power, and 
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bulk—of water to its normal condition of tem- 
perature and size, with the high degree we 
have assumed the atmosphere to be, that it 
now does to convert into the increased size 
necessary to the gaseous condition, with the 
temperature of our planet and means of sup- 
plying the requisite heat. Given, then two 
conditions, as we have supposed, the engines 
would require no heat, but the condenser 
would require cold, we merely reverse the 
order of things and reason upon the hypothesis 
that the substances can be cooled with less 
power than heated. 

This gives us two proofs of the real power 
obtainable from contraction, and if the units 
of power are taken into account, a foot of 
water condensing to an inch represents power

Making Moldings from Paper. 








This is a process for converting paper, 
veneer or other like material into moldings 
and designs of all kinds for decorative pur- 
poses, such as borders for rooms, centrepieces 
for ceilings, &c. 

The paper or material of which the molding 
is manufactured is first steamed or dampened 
in any desired manner and placed upon a 
female die, and a male die of cylindrical form 
is passed, by hand or otherwise, somewhat 
lightly back and forth upon the material. This 
male die is of such weight as to gradually press 
the damp or pliable paper only partly down 
into the numerous interstices of the female 
die.

It often happens that a mill will 
be well stocked on certain grades of rags, and 
if orders come in calling for goods made from 
a certain grade, the mill can be run for some 
time on the latter without getting short ; but 
buy they must some time, and it is these cus- 
tomers that the stock dealers depend on now. 
Bagging is very quiet as well as jute butts. 
Foreign rags are limited in supply and firm 
in price, with a slight upward tendency. The 
market is watched very narrowly, and the 
movements at Washington are also kept in 
view. 

The city government has finally decided to 
supply the city with fifty electric lights, to be 
located within a radius of one-half a mile of 
the City Hall, at an expense of $7,600 or 
more. Many of the manufacturers opposed 
the introduction of the system, on the ground | 
that the city could not afford to pay so much 
for what they considered a luxury, the money 
being needed for actual improvements. But 
the friends of the ‘movement rallied their 
forces and carried the day.

Although the demands of manufacturers are 
very light, such stocks as do go into consump- 
tion serve to still further lessen the limited 
supplies of spot stocks, which are not being 
replenished by importers. 

There seems to be a mistaken idea enter- 
tained by some concerning the quantity of 
paper stock in store here. During a recent 
tour among the several storehouses of this city 
I was surprised to find that the stocks held 
were so light. Rags are not in such quantities 
as might be hoped for. Only a few hundred 
bales were discovered here and there, and the 
greater portion of stored supplies consists of | 
jute stocks, old papers and the different kinds | 
of waste. 

Speaking with an importer upon this sub- | 
ject, he stated that he had often sold in single 
weeks, when trade was active, twice as much 
paper stock as is now held in this market sub- | 
ject to immediate order. 

How much longer manufacturers can keep 
out of the market is a question; but when 
they do want rags some little change will be 
quickly experienced and such benefit as may 
develop will be felt first by the domestic 
dealers should they be holding rags, as by that 
time the small supply of foreign rags will be 
cleaned out.
